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DETAILED ACTION 
Election 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

SEQ ID NO: 1,2,3,4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15; 

Reactive group that reacts with: an amino group, a hydroxyl group, and a thiol 
group on a blood component; 

Reactive groups: activated disulfide bond group, S-sulfonate, succinimidylgroup, 
maleimido group; 

Variables: Xaa7, Xaa8, Xaa12, Xaa16, Xaa18, Xaa19, Xaa20, Xaa22, Xaa25, 
Xaa27, Xaa30, Xaa33, Xaa34, Xaa36, Xaa37, Xaa38, Xaa39, Xaa40, Xaa41, Xaa42, 
Xaa43, Xaa44, Xaa45, Xaa46, Xaa47, Xaa48, Xaa49, Xaa50, Xaa51; 

Exclusion sequences: variables. 

Different diseases: stroke, myocardial infarction, stress-induced hyperglycemia, 
irritable bowel syndrome, non-insulin dependent diabetes, and obesity. 
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Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 



2. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Claims 1-47. 

The following claim(s) are generic: 1 . 

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The amino acid 
sequences consists of many different possible variables, giving each amino acid 
sequence patentably distinct and independent structure. The diseases are patentably 
independent and distinct since the diseases have different symptoms and affect 
different parts of the patient. Further, search for one would not necessarily lead to the 
other. 

4. The situation involving the so-called Markush practice wherein a single claim 
defines alternatives (chemical or non-chemical) is also governed by PCT Rule 13.2. In 
this special situation, the requirement of a technical interrelationship and the same or 
corresponding special technical features as defined in PCT Rule 13.2, shall be 
considered to be met when the alternatives are of a similar nature.

When the Markush grouping is for alternatives of chemical compounds, they shall 
be regarded as being of a similar nature where the following criteria are fulfilled: 
(A) All alternatives have a common property or activity; and 
(B) 

(1) A common structure is present, i.e., a significant structural element is 
shared by all of the alternatives; or 

(B) 

(2) In cases where the common structure cannot be the unifying criteria, all 
alternatives belong to a recognized class of chemical compounds in the art to 
which the invention pertains. 

In paragraph (B)(1), above, the words "significant structural element is shared by 
all of the alternatives" refer to cases where the compounds share a common chemical 
structure which occupies a large portion of their structures, or in case the compounds 
have in common only a small portion of their structures, the commonly shared structure 
constitutes a structurally distinctive portion in view of existing prior art, and the common 
structure is essential to the common property or activity. The structural element may be 
a single component or a combination of individual components linked together. 

In paragraph (B)(2), above, the words "recognized class of chemical compounds" 
mean that there is an expectation from the knowledge in the art that members of the 
class will behave in the same way in the context of the claimed invention. In other 
words, each member could be substituted one for the other, with the expectation that 
the same intended result would be achieved. 

5. The Applicants are requested to elect a single peptide sequence that 
encompasses all of the variables including the exclusion as to elect a single disclosed 
species (i.e., a single disclosed SEQ ID NO.) as the Invention. For example, if 
Applicants elect SEQ ID NO:1 of Claim 2, wherein Xaa7 is L-histidine, Xaa9 is Ala, 
Xaa12 is Phe, Xaa16 is Tyr, Xaa18 is Ser, Xaa19 is Trp, Xaa20 is Leu, Xaa22 is Lys, 
Xaa25 is Ala, Xaa27 is Gly, Xaa30 is Ala, Xaa33 is Val, Xaa37 is penicillamine, and 
GLP-1 compound does not have the sequence GLP-1 (7-36)-NH2, and the reactive 
group is an activated disulfide bond group (succinimidyl group) and the disease the 
GLP-1 compound is used to treat is myocardial infarction. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the^other invention. 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
